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1 . The amendment is not entered because the proposed amendments represent a significant 
change in the scope of the claims and, as such, would require further search and/or consideration. 

2. Applicant's traversal of the restriction in the prior Office action is not persuasive. 
Originally, applicant's claims included: the reception of communication control device 
identification from a management center, as recited in original Claim 1 ; the reception of 
management device identification from a management center, as recited in original Claim 3; and 
the reception of communication control device identification from a communication control 
device, as recited in original Claims 7 and 8. None of the claims recited the reception of 
management device identification from a communication control device. After the amendment 
of 24 April 2006, amended Claim 7 and new Claim 20 recited the reception of management 
device identification from a communication control device. As such, these claims were made 
distinct from the remaining claims. Further, the introduction of a distinct invention into the 
claims at a point in prosecution subsequent to the first action on the merits represents an 
increased burden since the original search was conducted without regard to that invention. As 
such, the restriction is maintained and claims 7, 8, 13 through 15 and 20 through 23 remain 
withdrawn from consideration.
